State's Attorney Morey C. Pires 


was today undecided in ordering 
the exhuming of the body of Mrs 
Frank E. Siple, who died in Dixon 
in 1929 after a very brief illness 
and was buried in Oakwood ceme- 
tery. The Lee county prosecutor 
expressed doubts that any trace 
of poisoning could be found in the 
woman's vital organs after the 
long period of interment.

Told by the Grand Rapids coun- 


ty prosecutor that poison had been 
found in the vital organs, of hi=i 
daughter's body which had' been 
exhumed for examination, Siple 
was quoted as asking the prosecu- 
tor, "Are you a family man?" 
Assured' by Bolt that-fre wab, the 
minister said calmly:

couldn't bear to see my daughter 
go to an asylum for the rest of 
her life. I poisoned her". 


The young woman was said to 


have become ill shortly after her 
graduation from high school in 
1939. The minister was quoted as 
stating that he administered the 
first dose of poison, which he de- 
scribed as "quick and painless," on 
a Sunday morning 
just before 


leaving to deliver his church ser- 
mon, 
. 


That night, Siple said, he gave 


the girl a second dose and then 
destroyed the remainder of the 
drug and its container, She diec 
within a few hours. 


Prosecutor Bolt said he asked 


Siple after signing the confession 
"Did you have any urge to tel 
this to anyone before?" He quot 
ed the minister as replying: "No 
I never did, but I was relieved 
after I told it".

Polish Killings Get 
Big Three Attention 


Washington, Feb. 1—(AP}—Re- 


cent political slayings in Poland 
have returned that country to the 
American list of world trouble 
spots. And they pose a possible 
threat to the Big Three unity 
achieved last month at the Mos- 
cow meeting of foreign ministers. 


Here is the chronology of the 


situation: 


1. On Jan. 23. British Foreign 


Secretary Bevin expressed concern 
in the House of Commons over the 
political* killings and said it ap- 
peared the Polish security police 
were involved in many cases. 


2. Yesterday, Secretary of State 


Brynes issued a statement echoing 
Bevin, although in more careful 
diplomatic language. Byrnes said 
it is "regrettable"' that the police 
"appear to have been implicated 
in a number of these cases." 


3. Later yesterday. Dr. Oscar 


Lange, Polish ambassador in Wash- 
ington, replied to Byrne* and Bev- 
in, contending most of the terror- 
ism has been committed by mem- 
bers of an underground organiza- 
tion which he said is directed by 
Gen. 
Wladyslawt Anders, British- 


sponsored Polish army commander 
in Italy. 


For the moment, Moscow was 


silent on the British and Ameri- 
can assertions and Lange's reply. 
There is no doubt, however, how 
Russia feels about the matter.

The house, debating heatedly to- 
day over sweeping new strike 
control legislation, received con- 
licting demands from national 
'arm and labor leaders. 


AFL President William Green, 


in a telegram read to members by 
Rep. Bailey (D-W Va), urged de- 
feat of the bill introduced by Rep. 
Case (R-SD). 
Green said the 


measure would bring "chaos, con- 
"usion and injustice" and would 
'disrupt industrial relations." 


Edward A. O'Neal, president of 


the American Farm Federation, 
took the opposite view, however. 
He wrote all representatives ad- 
vising passage of the Case plan. 
He said it would protect the public 
and this is necessary because of 
"the apparent disregard for the 
public interest on the part of both 
disputants." 


As debate progressed, a split 


developed among Republicans con- 
cerning how tough the legislation 
should be. 


There was cold comfort for the 


administration in that, for consid- 
eration of the bill represented a 
sharp setback. The house took it 
up in preference to an anemic ver- 
sion of the fact-finding measure 
asked by President Truman. 


Some of the house GOP contin- 


gent said privately they 
believe 


the pending proposal of Rep. Case 
(R-SD) should be modified con- 
siderably, but other party mem- 
bers thought it would go through 
without much rewriting. 


Republicans 
lined up 
almost 


solidly when the house voted 258 
"to 114 yesterday to give the Case 
measure immediate right of way 
Only 15 Republicans were record- 
ec against the move. 


Later, however, several influen- 


tial minority members announced 
that they had supported the Case 
proposal only to insure speedy ac- 
tion" to 'curb and help settle indus- 
trial strife.

ization called "Industrial Union," 
said the plan to shut down state 
industry as a show of manage- 
ment's "united front" was devel- 
oping "so fast we can hardly keep 
track of it." 


Three letters to 1.000 of the 


state's leading executives, Wilson 
said, advocated that the shutdown 
be staged on Lincoln's birthday, 
Feb. 12, with a subsequent "his- 
torically significant" date to be 
substituted if the movement does 
not "jell" in time/ 


Wilson, a former head of the 


Aurora Kiwanis club, and at one 
time a member of the West Au- 
rora school board, sponsored the 
movement with C. W. Stevens, 
alsojrf Aurora. 


Wilson 
expressed 
the 
belief 


that workers in the closed plants 
should be paid for the hours lost 
since, he said, the plan should be 
regarded as an attempt at cooper- 
ation between labor and manage- 
ment. 


He recommended that a board

Pearl Harbor investigators today 
.earned that a secret navy map 
dated Dec. 5, 1941, placed an Am- 
erican patrol vessel in the area 
from which the Japanese attacked 
Hawaii two days later. 


Vice Admiral William W. Smith, 


who identified the chart locating 
the vessel, said it apparently was 
not shown at all on a ship location 
ihart for the next day, Dec. 6. 


"It seems to have disappeared", 


he said. 


Rep. Murphy (D-Pa) demanded 


that the navy supply the name of 
the patrol vessel and a report of 
its movements between Dec. 5 and 
the attack on Dec. 7. 


Smith was Chief of Staff in 1941 


to Admiral Husband E. Kimmel 
then Pacific fleet commander. 


Rep. Gearheart (R-Calif) want- 


ed to know whether orders for 
American ships to maintain radio 
silence had prevented the Fleet 
from getting information which 
might have tipped off the Japanese 
attack. 


Gearheart said 
the 
TJ. S. S. 


Wright, a seaplane tender, had 
sighted an unidentified ship about 
300 miles from Hawaii on the 
night of Dec. 6, but did not break 
radio silence to report it. 


He also asserted the Wright had 


seen an unidentified 
plane or 


planes earlier. 


"Wouldn't that indicate the 


presence of a carrier"? he asked. 


"It couldn't have indicated any- 


thing else", Smith replied. 


Earlier Smith told the commit- 


tee he does not believe the Jap- 
anese would have attacked, the 
fleet in 1941 if it had been based 
on the Pacific coast. 


The former Chief of Staff to 


Rear Admiral Husband E. Kimmel 
explained he thought that even the 
Japanese would have felt it too 
risky to attempt to send a task 
force through water where they 
might have been discovered by 
American merchant shipping. 


The committee has heard testi- 


mony that President 
Roosevelt 


favored keeping the Fleet based at 
Pearl Harbor in 1941 as a possible 
deterrent to Japanese offensive ac- 
tion.

"Amateur Strategist" 


Classing himself as "an amateur 


strategist", Smith said he thought 
the Japanese might have attempt- 
ed to take Oahu or another of the 
Hawaiian islands if the Fleet had 
not been there. 


"It is my opinion that they 


\vould have succeeded", he said. 


But if they had tried to move 


to the west coast without reducing 
Pearl Harbor, he added, their Fleet 
would have been subjected to aerial 
bombing attack on its flight home.

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Increase Security 


on A-Bomb Test 


Washington, Feb. 1.—(AP) — 


Foreign observers may go to the 
Bikini atoll tests but they won't 
sec the atom bomb. 


This became apparent today as 


the cloak of security was drawn 
still tighter around this country's 
No. 1 secret. 
Officials concerned 


with the secrecy phase of the test 
said there are two paramount se- 
curity points: The nature of the 
bomb itself and the precise, meas- 
in-ablo results obtained against 
military and naval equipment. 


The reasons for the second point 


are based on the desire to with- 
hold details of the bomb's action 
as well as to guard against letting 
out technical information on just 
how vulnerable American equip- 
ment will be shown to be—just in 
case someone else should build a 
bomb and decide to use it. 


Foreign observers need not feel 


slighted if they fail to see the 
bomb. 
They will have company 


in that. 


Persons familiar with the his- 


tory of the atomic bomb estimate 
that not more than a few hundred 
persons ever saw the weapon in its 
ready-for-use state. At least 160.- 
000 persons worked on the Man- 
hattan Project, making the com- 
ponents of the bomb, but only a 
handful of military personnel and 
scientists were present when the 
first test bomb was assembled 
and exploded in New Mexico last 
summer.

Hints Other Pacts 


Made by Big Three 


Washington, Feb. 1—(AP)— 


President Truman left open today 
the possibility that the wartime 
big three—Franklin D. Roosevelt, 
Winston 
Churchill 
and 
Joseph 


Stalin—may have reached agree- 
ments which still remain a secret. 


Renewed speculation on that 


question stemmed from Secretary 
of State Byrnes' disclosure this 
week that Roosevelt and Churchill 
had agreed at Yalta to support 
Russia's claim for permanent pos- 
session of the strategic Kurile 
islands and Sakhalin, north of 
Japan. 


Asked at his news conference 


yesterday whether additional in- 
ternational agreements would be 
brought out later, Truman replied 
he could not answer that query 
but said there were agreements 
signed in that way at all the big 
three meetings. 


He expressed belief that most 


of them have been made public. 
Then he added that if any of them 
have not been disclosed as yet, 
they will be at the proper time. 


The chief executive described 


such secret pacts as wartime 
agreements drafted in an effort to 
arrive at arrangements with our 
allies to win the war. 


World Now Farther 
from Peace Than on 


V-Day Says Green 


Springfield, 111., Feb. 1—(AP) 


Governor Green asserted today the 
Truman administration is "bungl- 
ing so badly" in international and 
domestic problems that "the world 
is farther from peace today than 
when our enemies laid down their 
arms".

Elk Mountain, Wyo., Feb. 1— » 


(AP)—A blinding blizzard halted 
attempts to scale the perilous 
sides of 11,125-foot Elk mountain 
today in search of the wreckage 
of a United Air Line transport 
plane believed to have crashed 
ear the mountain's summit yes- 
erday with 21 persons aboard. 


Visibility on the bald, formid- 


able peak was reported less than, 
0 feet, and old-timers said the 
torm might last a week or more. 
The rescue party was told it would 
be foolhardy to try to scale the 
mountain unless the top was vis- 
ble. 


Mountain-wise ranchers waited 


for tile storm to subside so they 
could lead a small party up the 
mountain, a fearsome landmark 
that pilots ordinarily skirt. 


Even the base of the peak was 


invisible this morning at a dis- 
tance of one mile, and the tem« 
perature was near zero. 


A blizzard last night which forc- 


ed a searching party to turn back 
within 300-feet of the mountain 
top had deepened the five feefe on 
more of snow covering the moun- 
tain, with 12-foot drifts in places. 


United Air Lines officials hoped 


that a plane could take off from 
Cheyenne today for a close survey 
of the peak, 65 miles northwest of 
Laramie, but they said that uncer« 
tain weather might prevent tht 
night. 


Military Police to Help 


The hamlet of Elk Mountain 


within the shadow of the peak it- 
self wag the scene of unwonted 
bustle as 50 military policemen 
from Fort-Warren is?.de'«r*,he com" 
mand of Lt. Paul L. Farver equip- 
ped themselves to join sheepherd- 
ers, ranchers and peace officers in 
the dangerous ascent up the gaunt 
mountain slopes.

Prepare Cremation of Man Who 


Delivered Own Eulogy in 1936 


Danville. Ill, Feb. 1—(AP) — 


Friends of Lucius Fremont, Bailiff, 
90-year-old farmer-naturalist, pre- 
pared to attend his cremation to- 


day, 
"without ceremony and with- 


our weeping", as he had asked 
when he preached his own funeral 
sermon a decade ago. 


In 1936 Bailiff, then 80, called 


a thousand friends and neighbors 
to his wooded "Knoll Cove" farm, 
east of lianville, for a picnic gath- 
ering and to heai him preach his 
own funeral because he felt he 
"was the best qualified person to 
do it". 


He told them then "when death 


comes, I want my friends to lift 
me on a pile of logs, touch a 
match and go away". 


Last year, however, he announc- 


ed he had made arrangements for 
a "civilized cremation" at an In- 
dianapolis mortuary. 


He lived alone on hit 39-aore 


farm and friends found his body 
m bed Tuesday after he apparent- 
ly had died in hi? sleep. He had 
been in good health and up to a 
year ago, in spite of failing eye- 
sight, he was still hearty enough 
to chop his own kindling. 


The text of his funeral oration, 


xvhich he said "came out of my 
own head", was "to know one's 
self is wisdom: to govern that 
self is strength". 


All his life, the old man said 


ir an hour-long oration, he had 
attempted to follow "the Golden 
Rule as laid down by Confucious" 


"I don't know where we go 


from here", he said, "and I don't 
care. Whether to heaven or hell 
I haven't had time to figure out 
I do all the kindness I can here, 
and I'll take my chances".

he taught school for 20 years in 
Kansas, Nebraska, Missouri and

The Communists* Problem 
The Communists, as France's 


leading party and salesmen of the 
ideal economic and political life, 
had a perfect chance to put their 
sales talk into practice with Pres- 
ident de Gaulle's resignation. But 
instead of taking over the provis- 
ional 
thev handled 


their chance like a hot potato. The 
bravest thing they could think of 
\vas to suggest a leftist two-party 
coalition with the Socialists. 


Now, France is a great and cul- 


tured country—fallen on evil times, 
to be sure, but still a more invit- 
ing place than Russia at the time 
of the 1917 revolution. One would 
think that this was the ideal spot 
for the great experiment: a solid 
foundation, yet enough temporary 
discontent to win added support 
and applause for the miracle work- 
ers. 


It is apparent, however .that the 


French Communists aren't too sure 
that Dr. Marx's cure-all will really 
perform the advertised miracles. 
They are obviously afraid that 
mistakes will be made in France, 
and that their golden promises, 
once put into effect, couldn't avoid 
them. 


Communists don't admit having 


made mistakes. So instead of 
jumping at the chance to commun- 
ize France they decided to dodge 
the helm and pursue their usual 
course of sniping, stirring up 
trouble, and dodging responsibility

The terrible danger of the mu- 


tinies in Europe, in Honolulu, the 
. Philippines and Japan and even 
j close by Washington was that the 
great American Army should be- 
come an enemy of the American 
government and carry out the de- 
struction undertaken by the Nazis, 
the Japanese and the American 
Communists. 
The grievances of 


the soldiers, too complex for com- 
plete understanding by civilians, 
are due in large part to honest hu- 
man limitations and to commit- 
ments in our foreign policy. The 
number of men in all the services 
was equal in size to the Belgian 
nation and about one quarter of 
the population of France. 


This enormous nation within our 


nation was organized and impro- 
vised quickly and largely by inex- 
perienced men. It operated under 
laws unfamiliar and oppressive to 
the millions who were so recently 
free civilians. 
Any human mass 


of such size inevitably has its poli- 
ticians, incompetents, grafters and 
swine. These defects of magnitude 
built in haste were inevitable in 
the army and navy. 


for their actions, 
seems to be about 


In fact, that 


iev~can do. 


For their final lessons in the cor- 
respondence course on world revo- 
lution haven't reached them. 


That is the great weakness of 


communism outside Russia. Party 
members know how to criticize 
and bore from within. They are 
puperb organizers of destructive 
•-cells within an alien political body. 
They probably know how to plan 
and launch a shooting revolution. 
But they seem incapable of coping 
with^the prospect of clear sailing. 


Theoretically, they have such a 


prospect in the United 
States. 


Americans have had a chance to 
choose communism at the polls for 
more than 25 years. They have re- 
mained 
supremely indifferent to 


the opportunity. Yet our domestic 
Communists have seen it demon- 
strated that when Americans de- 
cide that a candidate has a better 
political mousetrap, they will beat 
a path to his door and buy it. 


In Russia, of course, the sit- 


uation is different. 
The revolu- 


tionary ' leaders of 1917 inherited 
an economic wreck, weak within 
and without. Thev inherited mil- 


The American soldier who thinks 


ie is aggrieved has a light to take 
his complaint to the commanding 
•eneral and eventually to the 
Vhite House. But he is a mutineer 
vhen he acts in concert with one 
nr more others to present demands 
o his superiors. He then becomes 
a menace to his government, to his 
amily at home and to his own lib- 
erties. An Army out of control and 
flouting military law is even more 
dangerous than the picket mobs of 
he C. I. 0. because its members 
vear uniforms which the people 
have trustingly regarded as the 
ipparel of their friends and pro- 
ectors, not their enemies. There 
s no force that can be called upon 
;o protect the government of a na- 
,ion from its own army in mutiny. 
The Army, itself, is the ultimate 
brce. When it rebels against the 
jovernment of the United States. 
n that tragic case, loyal regi- 
ments might be called on to fight 
;hem with the same weapons that 
they lately used against the ex- 
ternal enemies but that would be 
civil war and disaster. 
* * * 


Revolution would sweep the 


United States and up-start adven- 
turers, including both Communists 
and fascists, would gather about 


lions of hungry, illiterate, desper- 
ate people. Those leaders and their 
successors have improved the lot 
of those people in the course of a 
long-range program of domestic 
and diplomatic improvement, in- 
terrupted by four years of war. 


Yet today, if the sum of reports 


from Russia is to be trusted, the 
people are living in a rather un- 
fruitful 
present on hopes and 


promises of a better future, just 
as they have for the last 28 years. 


This creates a considerable prob- 


lem for Communists in other coun- 
tries whose people have sufferec 
less and lived better than the Rus- 
sians. No wonder they pass up the 
chance to pay off on the promises 
of a better life .which, according 
to French and American stand- 
ards, has never had a practica 
demonstration. 


them band* of armed looters to 
prey on the country which so re- 
cently they preserved from terror 
and pillage at the hands of two of 
the greatest fighting machines in 
.iistory. Government by elected 
authority would vanish before the 
guns and clubs of former Ameri- 
can soldiers. 


The American soldier in practi- 


cal effect undoubtedly did lose 
much of his right as an individual 
to carry his gripes to the highest 
authority. It is no consolation to 
aim to say that this had to be in 
so great a force because units 
were shifting from place to place 
and continent to continent and 
commanding officers were here to- 
day and gone tomorrow. 
There 


was precedent for this denial, 
aowever, in the calm arrogance of 
the United States Supreme Court 
these days in refusing, without a 
word of explanation, to hear ap- 
peals of citizens who believe they 
lave been refused justice. 
And 


there has been notorious example 
in the White House and the Roose- 
velt cabinet and family circle for 
the most luxurious extravagance, 
exploitation of position for per- 
sonal benefit and the flagrant self- 
indulgence that complaining sol- 
diers have attributed to the "big 
brass".

trains? If so, didn't Henry Mor- 
genthau ear-mark a Coast Guard 
ship for his personal own during 
the worst shortages and use en- 
isted and commissioned men, paid 
by the taxpayers, to comma ce be- 
tween Washington and his Duch- 
ess county estate? It is a wonder 
that a young major, having fought 


combat war, selects a pleasant 


chateau and hires a dozen serv- 
ants in inflated currency, when a 
president not, content with the 
White House and his own baronial 
mansion, prepare for himself a se- 
cret retreat in the Cumberlands 
for his precious seclusion and re- 
pose? If a colonel wastes the 
priceless months of enlisted sol-' 
diers at odd and fruitless tasks is 
that a worse offense than the as- 
signment of 300 men and a full 
complement of officers to patrol 
the woods and roads and gulleys 
of Hyde Park for more than two 
years ? 


The mutinies—and they were real 


mutinies—seem to have subsided 
and the complaints and criticisms 
and the actual injustices should 
pay off in permanent reforms. It 
remains to be seen whether Presi- 
dent 'Roosevelt really spoke for 
the American people in making 
commitments which would keep a 
million, more or less, American 
men abroad as soldier police for 
years to come. If the people won't 
supply the men the program must 
be repudiated. Then, if another 
war comes, this generation,' like 
the last one, will be blamed "by 
propagandists for selfish default 
of a duty to preserve the peace, as 
though it were a demonstrable 
fact that peace could be maintain- 
ed by the suppression of millions.
